When the *• Made-itt-Canada” train 
arrived in Okotoks Monday uigbt be¬ 
tween seven and eight hundred peo¬ 
ple bad congregated in anticipation 
of its arrival and soon were inspect¬ 
ing the approximately 8000 different 
articles going to make up tbe exhibit 
of product* in add wholly in Canada. 

The train consists of 10 baggage cals 
devoted to the exhibit with % sleeper 
and a diner for the 26 or 30 represen¬ 
tative!! traveling with the train whiclj 
has been on the road three weeks 
since leaving Montreal, has been vis¬ 
ited by over 166000 people and Oko¬ 
toks made 1 the fiftieth stop. 

'The train is electric lighted fiom a 
dynamo driven by steam from the lo¬ 
comotive, Power is also supplied tof 
let the smaller machines In motion, j 
A telephone system is in operation, 
throughout the train. 

The exhibitors took spaces from 0 
feet to 24 feet along the side ef the 
cars, leaving an aisle along one side. 

Accompanying the displuy* made 
by the 54 exhibitors are photos and 
posters illustratingfactories, grounds 
and operations. The trair itself is an 
all Canadian product, cost $150,000, 
and is 850 feet long. 

In the dining car an illustrated lec¬ 
ture, using over 200 slides, was given, 
and all kinds of souvenirs including 
plug tobacco and pocket mirrors were 
passed out. 

As an object lesson the exhibit is a 
great MicceSs, showing as it does the 
great resourcee of Canada in the wav 
of raw material and the various pro¬ 
cesses all the way to the finished ar¬ 
ticle. 

Much taste was shown in decora¬ 
tions and furuishings. 
rooms, elegantly furnished, is a model 
for the most fastidious housekeeper. 
Perhaps the most unique display was 
that Of Christie's biscuits with an ar¬ 
rangement of mirrors. The Na-Dru- 
Oo. exhibit of druggist’s sundries was 
very attractive. The Gurney and Mc- 
Lary .exhibits of stoves and ranges 
was- complete. 

To many the train is indeed a reve¬ 
lation of what is being made in Can¬ 
ada, and to the representatives the 
trip to the west is an eye opener.

Cutting Trees by Wire 

A new method of felling trees by 
the friction of a steel wire, which 
is able to work its way through a 20- 
inch tree In about six minutes, is' put¬ 
ting tly- axeman out of- business In 
the forests of Germany,_; 

The wire is drawn rapidly about 
the tree and the heat generated by 
the friction is sufficient, to burn a thin 
carbonized- kerf, which is both 
smoothers and cleaner than the cut of 
a saw.’ The charcoal layer adhering 
to the trunk is. extremely thin, ahd 
allows the structure and any disease 
of the wood to be distinctly recog¬ 
nized. It enables the tree to be 
marked with chalk, and at the same 
time serves to preserve any trunks 
that may be left temporarily in the 
woods. There are mar/ advantages 
In this method, notably In waste, de¬ 
creased labor, absence of all appar-

Burnaby's death tbat be bad left be¬ 
hind blm tbe mamuu-rlpt or a uuvei for 
which tbere was cunMlderabie competi¬ 
tion auiuug the publishers 
This is quite true. The manuscript 
a bulky 1 parcel, was beaded to me 
with discretionary power either to pub¬ 
lish It myself or to use It In connection 
with tbe proponed biography- 
Bere a singular and. as It finally 
proved, a fatal obstacle presented It¬ 
self. Familiar for many years with 
Burnaby’s handwriting. I could oot 
after diligent eDdeavor make out mure 
tban a sentence bere and tbere ou the 
crowded page of manuscript 
Burnaby’s writing was, possibly with 
the exception of Dean Stanley’s, the 
worst I ever saw. It looked as If be¬ 
fore sitting down to write a letter be 
bad pulled a twig out of the hedge, 
mixed e little blacking aud then gone 
ahead. 

Be wrote the whole of his “Ride to 
Khiva” and his “Ride on Horseback 
Tbrougb Asia Minor” with hie own 
bant). Bnt before they reached tbe 
printer they were fairty written out by 
a copyist 

Tbe haplese man used to make out 
as much as be coaid, then leave blanks 
for filling op which he bad to seek tbe 
assistance of the antbor. Sometimes 
tbere were more blanks In a page than 
words. 

Despairing of making anything of

SHEEP MANAGEMENT. 


Mistakaa In Handling tha Fl#ck That 
T#nd t# Cut Profits. 

In the management of a flock of 
sheep tbere are several mistakes usu¬ 
ally made, among which may be men¬ 
tioned. first tbe temptation to turn 
them out too early In tbe opting with 
tbe thougbt of saving feed, says W. H. 
Underwood. If they are turned on 
tbe regular pasture they will get the 
start of It and fall to obtain tbe sus¬ 
tenance tbey abould from It tbe rest 
of tbs season, whereas If It bad been 
allowed to get a sufficient start It 
would served them much better later 
In tbe season. 

If tbe pasture Is a Held to be plow¬ 
ed I feel quite sure tbe extra vege¬ 
table matter that would be turned un¬ 
der If left, rather than to bave It pas¬ 
tured off. Is worth much more to tbe 
land than to tbe sheep. In any event, 
this soft, watery grass, while rellsbed 
by the sheep, bas Tittle nourishment in 
It It Oils, but does not feed. Tbe ani¬ 
mals will get to scouring and lose flesh, 
while It will take more and better feed 
to pat them back In good condition. 

Another mistake la to shear tbs 
ibeep. as tbe custom was. to June. By 
all means shear before tbey go to pas¬ 
ture. If tbey are put on grass with tbe 
wool on. tbe looseness of tbe bowels, 
ilways following a change from dry to 
green feed, will soil moch of their 
wool about .tbe hinder parte, which Is 
a loss, for It will cost as much to wasb 
It ont as It will bring.

Buriaa It# Victims. 

Matilda Be tha m-Kd wards in ber book 
“In tbe Heart of the Vosges” advises 
all visitors to Monte Carlo to go to tbe 
suicides’ cemetery before those other 
places for which Moot# Carlo *ls fa¬ 
mous. She describes the small Indo- 
sure, walled In and having a gate of 
open ironwork, alwaya locked. 

“Here, In doee proximity to garden 
rubbish.” abe says, “broken bottles 
and other refuse rest tbe suicides of 
Monte Carlo, bailed by tbe perish 
gravedigger, without fnneral and with 
out any kind of religious ceremony. 
Each grave is marked by an up¬ 
right bit of wood, somewhat larger 
tban that by which gardeners mark 
their seeds, and on which la painted a 
□ umber, nothing more. Apart from 
these are stakes driven Into tbe ground 
which mark as yet unappropriated 
spots. The Indescribable dreariness et 
the scene Is heightened' by two mono 
mental atones garlanded with wreaths 
and surrounded by flowers. Tbe first 
records the memory of a young arti¬ 
san and was raised by bis fellow 
workmen; the second commemorates 
brotherly and sisterly affection. Both 
suicides were driven to self murder by 
play.

The expressions therefore in Rev»la

It was when the Towct of Babel 
rose to a considerable height in dig¬ 
nity and grandeur that the Lord 
man 1 ft feted His power amongst the 
'workmen, and confounded their 
apeeches. Disconcerted, the further 
building of the Tower ceased, and the 
people of the different languages set 
wp each for himself according to the 
different ideals.' This corresponds 
well with the Protestant .Reformation 
movement, and the various denomin¬ 
ations into which these once Catholics 
became divided. 

Another thought connected with 
©ur subject is that the literal city of 
Babylon was a prototype, a prophetic 
figure of Mystic Babylon. The name 
Babylon signifies, “The gat» of God" 
—the gateway by which access to God 
(« to be attained.- This in effect was 
'the claim made by Papacy, and the 
claim she still makes, that she Is a 
great City, a great Kingdom, that she 
has a great wall of Divine salvation 
end protection about her—a great 
wall built of ignorance and supersti¬ 
tion, say her enemies. 

'In the-Rook of Revelation Jesus 
prophetically pictured the greatness 
of this City, this spiritual Empire. 
It is essentially religious, although it 
Includes the great kingdoms of parth, 
which unitedly are styled Christen¬ 
dom. This great City, Babylon, - is 
represented as being divided into ten 
different wards, each of which repre¬ 
sents one ol the kingdoms of Christen¬ 
dom, and which correspond to the 
ten horns of the symbolic Beast. Com¬ 
pare Revelation xi, 13; xii, 18; xiii, I. 

And a« this great City, or spiritual 
kingdom, thus includes the chief 
monarchies of Europe, so. under an¬ 
other figure. Babylon. Papacy, is 
represented as a “woman,” in whose 
forehead was found the name,-"Baby¬ 
lon the Great, the Mother of Harlots." 
Thus is shown in some manner the 
various Protestant systems of Chris¬ 
tendom which separated from the 
"Mother Church" of Rome, still her 
daughters, still related to her, par¬ 
takers of her character, traits and 
disposition. Thu* Babylon with her 
ten wards including practically all of 
Europe; and Mother and Daughters 
of this same family name, include 
nearly all of the Protestant denomin¬ 
ations. as well a* the - Catholic Mother 
Church. 

It should be remembered In dis- 
cuseing this subject that the language 
1 * figurative—that it do s not signify 
th-t either the Church'" of ‘ Rome or 
her Protestant.Daughters are immoral. 
The thought is that the Church of 
Christ was primarily a "virgin” com¬ 
pany of persons, called out. separated 
from the world and it* aims and am¬ 
bitions—called to bi saints and joint- 
heirs with Christ in His Kingdom. 
To whatever -extent systems arose 
amongst the followers of Jesus and 
became affiliated with any of the 
kingdoms of thiq world—to that ex¬ 
tent, Scripturallv, figuratively, they 
committed harlotry—because they, 

were espoused to the King of kings 
and the Lord of lords, and were to 
wait for Him, that at His second 
coming they 1 ight become His Bride 
- and become associated with Him in 
HI* Throne. 

It will not be Questioned that 


of the intoxicating errors of her cup 
Consequently they, too, claim that 
somehow, they know not how. Td^-s- 
siah’s Kingdom is set up and is 
reigning. They, too. join in giving 
the nations some of the same dope 
that the Mother gave them, telling 
them that they are Christian nations, 
even though they have anything but 
the Christian spirit, and are building 
gTeat guns and dreadnoughts to blow 
eaeh other off thV face of th’ earth. 

So strong.is the power of. this -in¬ 
toxication that the inconsistencies of 
such theories are not discerned by 
the intoxicated ones. Only the few 
who are gradually getting free, from 
the stupefying potion are abte, by 
Divine assistance, to see some of ttye 
mistakes along this line. These see 
that neither the Church of Rome nor 
any of her Daughter systems are the 
true Church of Christ. These see from 
tl.c Divine standpoint that these 
systems are "harlot” systems. Each 
of them professes to be the Bride of 
Christ, yet each knows that “the 
marriage of the Lamb” is to take 
place at the second coming of Christ. 
They have therefore very generally 
lost sight of the fact that the true 
"virgin" of Christ, a "little flock,” 
who will he accounted worthy to share 
the masriage and become the Bride 
of Christ, must "wait for the LoTd 
from Heaven”—must live separate 
from the world, keeping herself un¬ 
spotted from th? world, a virgin, that 
she may be accounted worthy to enter 
into the joys of her Lord, become His 
Queen and joint-hyir in His Kingdom. 

It is not to be expected that either 
Ce Mother or the Daughters, who 
are now claiming to reign with Christ, 
whtf are now claiming that His,King- 
dom is already het up, who are now 
claiming that their union* with the 
kingdoms of this world are legitimate 
unions, have the Bridegroom’s ap¬ 
proval. It is not to be-expected that 
these realize their- own condition— 
that they are disloyal . to the true 
Bridegroom and King, symbolical 
"harlots,” in affiliation with the 
kingdoms of this world at this present 
time, and supporting the same and 
calling them by the Bridegroom's 
name—Christendom, which means. 
Christ’s Kingdom. ’ . 

In the symbolical language of the 
Book of Revelation, as already indi¬ 
cated, the name Babylon is applied, 
not only to the typical, woman, 
Papacy, and her mystical Daughters, 
th? Protestant denominations, but 
also applied to the great City. Mystic 
Babylon. The "woman” more par¬ 
ticularly represents the ecclesiastical 
systems, and the "city" more par¬ 
ticularly represents the governmental 
features—the sacerdotal or religions 
authority to govern and control the 
kingdoms, the nations of the earth. 

We all remember the story of his¬ 
tory respecting the literal city of 
Babylon, with its most wonderful 
walls and hanging gardens We all 
remember how it was built across the 
river Euphrates, which flowed through 
its centre, and was supposed to pro¬ 
tect it fully from the hazard of an 
invasion. Besides its vast storehouses 
of food it had the whole river for it* 
water supply. 

Babylon was therefore reckoned 
impregnable. So Mystic Babylon. 
Christendom of our day. ia a moat 


impregnability 
sureness of their waters. 

As then they were using the golden 
vessels of the Lord’s Temple from 
which to drink their wine, so now, in 
the hour of Babylon’s fall, we may 
expect, something to correspond to 
this—a spirit of boastfulness* of pride, 
of intoxication with enror, apparently 
drawn from the Divine Word. 

It was at this moment of exuber 1 
ance that in the banquet hall of Bel¬ 
shazzar a hand appeared and with 
glowing pencil wrote the words of our 
text: "Mene. Mene. Tekel, Uphar- 
sin.” "Mene”—the days of your rule 
have been numbered by God and are 
finished. "Tekel”—thou art weighed 
in the balances and found wanting. 
"Peres"—thy Kingdom is divided 
and given to the Medes- and Persians. 
The strong symbolisms in >he lan¬ 
guage used in respect to Mystic Baby- 
loq corresponds so well with the 
prophetic language used respecting 
literal Babylon that we are warranted 
in understanding literal Babylon to 
have boen a prototype of Mystic^ Baby¬ 
lon. and her fall a prefigure of the fall 
cf Christendom. 

Cyrus was prophetically mentioned 
in the Scriptures as the deliverer of 
God’* people rfbtn the Babylonian 
captivity, before bis birth, long there¬ 
fore before he overthrew Babylon. 
He was also a typical character, and 
doubtless represented Messiah, a part 
of whose work will be the overthrow¬ 
ing of Babylon, the giving of her over 
to destruction, and the deliverance of 
God’s people out of her. As the Medes 
and Persians unitedly joined in the 
overthrow of Babylon and in the 
kingdom which followed it, so Mes¬ 
siah’s Kingdom will have two parts, 
a heavenly and an earthly, yet the 
two will be one in the sense that they 
will be under one supervision and 
control, and co-operating in the same 
interests. 

In the Old Testament, when fore; 
telling the disaster upon Babylon, the 
message was given to God’s people, 
“Flee out of Babylon, deliver every 
man his soul,’’ his life; and terrible 
descriptions were given which seem 
grossly exaggerated unless we view 
the matter from.the standpoint al¬ 
ready suggested, that the things 
which happened to the literal city 
were figurative, and prophetic of the 
much more serious experience of Myii 
tic Babylon, then long^future.

Small dogs, such as fox terriers are 
a rarity In Alaska, for In that coun¬ 
try a dog is valuable In exact pro¬ 
portion to the amount he can pull. 
A sleigh dog will weigh anything 
from 30 to ISO pounds, the average 
being about 67 pounds. 

Dogs In Alaska, when on -the trail, 
are fed once a day after the day’s 
Work IS done. They are never fed 
In the morning, for If they were they 
would be lazy all day, or, what Is 
more probable, would vomit up their 
breakfast soon after they got on the 
trail. Dogs, to work well, must be 
well fed. 

They get a variety of foods, includ¬ 
ing rice, tallow, corn meal, and fish. 
If rice or corn meal forms a part 
of their food it must be cooked. Some 
men prefer to feed their dogs on ba¬ 
con or flab, thus doing away with 
cooking 

’1 he Yukon sled, while not a thing 
of beauty is built to stand all kinds 
of hard wear. The sled is about 
eight feet long. Is made of any kind 
of hard wood, lies close to the ground, 
costs from $10 to $14, and makes a 
trail 16 inches in width. Another 
pattern Is known as the basket sleigh 
and is to the Yukon sleigh what a 
three-masted schooner Is to a coal 
barge. In length It is from eight to 
fifteen feet. Is made of birch, oak, or 
hickory, cut* a trait 22 Inches In 
width, oosts from $40 to $2000, Is 
raised a foot or mere from the run¬ 
ners, and; ip the beat examples. Is 
lashed together with-rawhide. 

The basket sleigh, as Its name Im¬ 
plies, is fitted with a basket. Into 
which the load Is placed, and from 
the back of the basket a pair of han¬ 
dles project to be used In guiding the 
sled pn the trail. In very cold 
wsather wooden runners are best, but 
In ordinary circumstances steel or 
brass runners are used. 


With characteristic thoroughness 
the Germans have devised a real 
burglar phoof safe, so cleverly de¬ 
signed that It will baffle even the 
burglars who work with the latest 
of pxygen and acetylene blowpipes. It 
is called the carrousel, or ‘rounda¬ 
bout safe.’ 

It exhibit', a polygonal pttfej struc¬ 
ture revolving freely on ball bearings. 
It is built into a wall, and when the 
outer door is closed a small electro¬ 
motor is set in 'motion, whereupon 
the safe starts revolving ceaselessly 
and noiselessly on its axis within its 
stone chamber. 

Any tampering with its motions 
causes an alarm bell to ring. So 
long as the safe continues to revolve 
the blowpipe can have no effect- upon 
it, since the flame cannot be applied 
long enough to any particular spot to 
make an impression.—Chicago Trib¬ 
uns
